Washington, Nov. 27.— There aro good 
reasons for tho belief that in his forthcoming 
mesaago President Clovoland will atrlotly 
adhere to hia previous uttoroncoa in refer- 
ence to tariff and financial quostionB, and It 
is altogether probable thab these subjocts, 
together with that of tho foreign affulra of 
the United States will occupy practically 
tho whole message. 

Ia connection with foreign affaire, tho 
aubject which, it is oxpooted, will claim tho 
greatest 8haro ef attontion will bo the Cuban 
insurrection, There would aoem to bo only 
two plana of notion open to th3 
President. Hia recognition of the 
belligerency of tho insurgontB, it ia con- 
tended, would bind thoni to tho obaorvanco 
of tho ruloo of oivilized warfare, and ho 
would bo in a position to insist upon tho 
abandonment of tho deatruotion of private 
property under peril of active interference 
by tho United Statea. On tho other hand, 
ho may fool justified in using tho argument 
of great American loaaea as a reason for in- 
sisting that Spain prose matters to a con- 
clusion in some way. 

Another motttr that will undoubtedly 
figure largoly in the message will bo the 
Vonezuolan boundary dispute. The Presi- 
dent will endeavor to show that ho has done 
all that was poseiblo for the exoontlve to 
accomplish to carry oub the dlrootlon of the 
last oongresa and' effect a Battlement of the 
difficulty by arbitration. He will refer to 
the foreign correspondence of tho paat year, 
Including Soorotary Oiney's last and most 
pressing note to AmbaBBador Biyard, and 
the reply of the British Government, 
which, there is reason to believe, 
will amount substantially to a ropotition of 
Ub willingness to agree to a limltek but not 
a fall arbitration. It ia believed that tho 
meaaago will allow that tho President haa 
made cloar to Great Britain tho deep con- 
cern the United States feela in a fair and 
practicable Battlement of this important 
subjeot. In this ahapo the Venezuelan dis- 
pute will belaid before congreaa for tho ex- 
prcaaion of its will in tho furthor guidance of 
the exeoutivo. 

ThoBohring Sea olaims will also ho touch- 
ed upon, and it is bolleved tho President 
will take the ground that the United States 
being in honor bound, as the result of tho 
last arbitration and modua vivendi adopted, 
to pay theao claims, Uongresa should ant 
favorably upon a convention whioh he will 
suggest providing for the appointment of a 
mixed commission to ascertain and settle 
them. 

The remaining chapters of tho portion of 
the message relating to foreign affaire will 
bo largoly dovoted to a recital of tho efforts 
of the stato department, in bohalf of ex- 
Consul Waller, a discussion of the feasibility 
of completing tho Nioaraguan oanal, accord- 
ing to tho revised project, and congratulatory 
reseronoeB to the good results attending tho 
efforts of the United States miniaters in 
China and Tu' key to protect tho rights of 
American residents therein.

— Alexandro M. Dumas, 
well known author, diod peacefully at 7:45 
o'olock this morning surrounded by hii>|fam- 
ily, Whilo hia physloinns and frionda had 
become convinced that his oaso waa hopo- 
losa and that death was only a (juostion of 
time, it was not expootod that the end would 
eomo ao soon. A bulletin issued at C o'clock 
stated that the slight improvement in the 
oondition of the pationt which was manifest- 
ed yeeterday waa fouud to bo maintained to- 
day. Soon aftor thia M. Dumas 
fell aeleop and uwoko again at 
G:.'i0 o'clock. Ho feebly uttered a 
few words to those about his bedBido and 
then Bank and diod. President Faure and 
ex-Empress Eugonio havo made frequent) in- 
quiries regarding the condition of tho dis- 
tinguished patient einco his sorlous illnesa 
waa firat made known. M. Dumas waB the 
youngor Bon of tho well known uoveliat and 
dramatlo writor, and waa himself an author 
of considerable ropute. Ha was born in 
1824, waa a mombor of tho French Academy 
and was Commander of the Legion of 
Honor.

London, Nov. 27. — Tho Emporor and 
EmpresB of Germany sent a large wreath to 
Prince Bismarck to-day, the anniversary of 
the death of tho wifo of tho ex ohanceilor. 
Tho wreath is lined with a broad silk ribbon 
bearing a crown and the initials of tho Em- 
poror and EmpreBS, and will be attached to 
an oil painting of Prlncosa BiBmarok hang- 
ing on tho wall of the oaBtlo at Friedriohs- 
ruho.

The aohoola 
and missionaries in Marash are under 
tho juriedlotion of the board, and 
the property reported to have 
been destroyed is valued at $5,000. 
The list of missionaries stationed at Marash, 
including two Canadiuus, is Rov. F. W. 
Maoallum, Maxville, Ont ; Rov, Lucub Lee, 
Owossa, Mich.; Mrs. Henrietta Maoallum, 
Whito Robg, Ont ; Mrs. Clara H Loe, 
Bangor, Maine, daughter of Rov, Cyme 
Hamlin, DD, of Lexington, MaBa., who 
was for moro than forty years a missionary 
of tho Amerioan board in Turkoy, and Mibb 
Ellon M Blakely, CamptoD, N.H. 

Washington, Nov. 27 — The TurkiBh 
legation has rooeivod from tho Sublime 
Porto the following telogram under to day's 
date : " Tho Turkiah government, which 
haB always looked scrupulously nftor the 
protootioD of all foreigners in tho empire, 
had also, ou thn occasion of tho lato disci:-

THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 

A Compromise Likely to Be Reached— Separate 
Schools, but Provincial Law 
Will Prevail. 

Toronto, Nov. 27.— (Spocial)— Tho World 
says it gives a largo meaaure of credence to 
a dispatch from Winnipeg stating that aa a 
reault of the negotiations between thefedoral 
and provincial governments a compromise 
will bo reached. The claim that the 
minority insists on, Catholio separate schools, 
wil! be conceded, but outside of t his the 
provlnoial law la to govern and regulate 
thorn, so that theee schools will be very 
much provincial schools, but they will also 
be aeparato schools. This settlement, if it 
Ib readied, would be the outoome of the 
negotiations and not coercion. 



THE HYAMS TRIALS. 

Jury Addressed by Counsel for the Defence— 
Verdict of Guilty Not Generally 
Expected. 

Toronto, Nov. 27.— (Special)— No new 
facta were brought to light in tho Hyams 
murder trial to day. It waa ovidontly tho 
intention of tho defonco to put in only such 
evidonco aa would corroborato tho state- 
ments of previous witnesses who had confus- 
ed their testimony during the oross examin- 
ation. From this it wbb apparent thau tho 
defenco had almost concluded its casp, 
and when late in tho afternoon 
Mr. Johnson, counaol for the prisonera, an- 
nounced that the evidonco for the defence 
waa all in, standing spuco waa at a premium 
in the court room. Then followed the re- 
buttal ovidenco by a fow crown witnesses, 
but it did not materially affoot any of the 
testimony for the dofenco. Thon the crown 
announced that tho ovidenco was finally 
olosod, 

Mr. Johnson, counsel for Dallas HyamB, 
began hie address to tho jury. Ho spoko of 
the notoriety which tho trial had received 
and attributed it not only to the supreme 
effort of the crown to obtain a verdict of 
conviotion, but to tho groat number of wit- 
nesses callod by tho orown to Bupport its 
theory as to how Willie Wolla waa killed. The 
orown caso, ho Bald, had been arguod and 
pressed by tho most ingenious criminal 
lawyer in Canada, and with unlimited 
financial support to attain his objeot. The 
aotion of the orown in seouring the pro- 
perty of tho prisoners, principally the love 
letters of Harry Hyams, | to be used aa evi- 
dence, he denouncod in tho strongest terms. 
He referred to tho great amount of evidonco 
which tho crown Bought to introduce 
being ruled out by the judge and 
attributed this to an undue desire 
on its part to secure a vcrdlot of conviction 
whether by fair moans or foul. Ho tho- 
roughly reviewed tho ovidenco advanoed by 
both the defence and tho orown, pointing 
out tho numerous InconBistenoloa in that nf 
the latter, Ho will continue bla address 
ta-morrow.

NAJKAIMO ASSIZES. 

Further CharROJ Actilnst Mr. Plauta to Be 
Proceeded With — Employment of 
Chinese Underground. 

Nanaimo, Nov. 27.— (Speoial)— Tho aB- 
aizeB closed this afternoon. Tho jury ac 
quitted Frank Comox this morning, 

Referring to the case of Regina v. Pianta, 
the crown prosecutor said thab Hon. A. N. 
Riohards, Q.C., having boen retained about 
a year ago to proaocute on behalf of tho 
orown, was in oourb tho day bsforo. He 
had, bowovor, recently ascortainod that 
the accused had supplied funda sufficient to 
meet all the liabilities in tho Humko estates, 
in connection with which the ohargo was 
laid upon which Mr. Pianta had boon com- 
mitted for trial. Mr. Richarda had, there- 
fore, concluded that it would noS be wiae to 
procood with tho ohargo aa a conviction, 
evon if possible, would be uaoloss. Under 
tho circumstances he had accordingly com- 
municated with the Attornoy-Gonoral, and, 
acting upon Mr. Richards' advice he, the 
Deputy Attorney-General, had to state that 
there was no bill to present to tho grand 
jury in thia case. There wore, however, 
threo other ohargoa rotating to different 
estates, in connection with which informa- 
tiona had boon laid, but which had not 
hitherto boen proceeded with. It was, 
th^rofore, proposed to hold pollco court pro- 
ceedings in the afternoon with regard to the 
new ohargoa, and, if poaaible, aeouro a com 
mittal. Mr. Richarda, he concluded, had 
requested hiin to make thia atatement. 

Ho also askod thab the reoognlzinco in 
the case of Regina va. Fauquier ho escheat- 
ed. 

Thia application was granted. 

In their presentment the grand jury again 
'-bw attention to tho question of tho pay- 
ment of grand jurorB. They aiBO requested 
that au amendment to tho coal mines regu- 
lation oat of 1890, forbidding the employ- 
ment of Chinese underground, be strictly 
enforced. 

Mr. Pianta was arreated this morning on 
tho threo following chargea : Misappropria- 
tion of $310 in the estate of Ellis Roberts, 
about June 30, 1S93 ; $1,961 In the Blake- 
way eBtate about Deo. 18, 1891, and $269 89 
in the estate of James E. Hardy, about Oct, 
29, 1894 

The police court proceedings lastod from 
2:30 till 5:30, tho dofondant being commit- 
ted on the firHt two ohargeB, but the third 
waa dlsmisHod. Bail was acoepted in the 
sum of $1,000.

0ON8TANTINOFLB, Nov. 27. — Well in 
formed Armenians estimate the loasei 
through the events which have just taken 
plaoe In Anatolia alone at $50,000,000, and 
the number of vlotims at 40,000. Those are 
Armenian eatimatee, bub there aoeni good 
reaBona for believing that tho property do 
atroyed, the number of livoa sacrificed and 
tho terrible outrages committed are far be- 
yond anything hitherto estimated or do 
ecribod. Peoplo oompetont to pronounco an 
opinion say that with tho coming of winter 
there will be many moro deatha from ex- 
posure and famine, and that oven the prompt 
collection of reliof funds, food and alothiug 
cannot Avert much loas ol Ills and groat sut 
fering. Famino ia threatened in a number 
of dlatriota, and there seema to be no way of 
proventiog it. 

Tho powers, instead of ordering thoir 
floots away from Turkish waters, as the 
Sultan rcquestod, aoom to be determined 
upon keeping them in tho vioioity. A por- 
tion of tho British Mediterranean fleot, ib ia 
reported here, will soon leave Salonioa bay 
for Smyrni, where tho powers are muatoring 
thLir fighi ing chips. Tho warshipa of Great 
Britain expooted to rendezvous at Smyrna 
thia woek will oonaiut of nino battleships, 
four cruise™ and four smaller boats The 
rest of tho Salonlc* bay Hoot will, Ib is a .id, 
remain off tbat port for tho present, ready 
for any emergenoy. France baa already ob 
Smyrna ono babtlerhip, two cruiaers and 
two smaller ships. Italy's Qig floats from 
two battleship* and two cruisers and four 
Bmall craft in tho watora of Smyrna. Rus 
sia haa two cruisers on tho way to Smyrna, 
in addition to the powerful fleet cruising in 
the wosteru portion of the Black sea. The 
United States has been represented at 
Smyrna by two oruiaora, and Germany has 
one small gunboat there, and it is rumored 
that two German battleehipa are on their 
way. Austria has one battleship, two 
cruisers and two small gunboats. 

Tho Turkish ink later for foreign affaire, 
Tewfik Paaha, called upon Sir Philip (Jurrie, 
British ambassador, to-day and announced 
that the Porto had decided to Usue permits 
providing for tho passage through the Dar- 
danelles of the ox'ra guardahipa demanded 
by Great Britain, RuBsia, Italy and Austria, 
as additional protection needed for the eafoty 
of the foreign population hero. This puts 
an ond to a very dangerous situation, for 
there is no doubs that tho powers would 
have insisted upon having extra gunboatB 
here, even if ib wero necessary to force tho 
piBssgo of the Dardanelles in order to gob 
them there, ludeed, no ono coujd aee how 
the powers could retreab from the position 
they had assumed without serious loss of 
prestige, especially as their demands wero

the Sultan's objections to granting the fir- 
manB waa really caused by tho beliet that he 
onuld do so wi>h impunity, in view of the 
objection raised by Ruasia to Austria's pro- 
posal on the subjjot, and that this constitut- 
ed a difference of opinion among the powers. 

News from the interior of Asiatic Turkey 
is difficult to obtain. Although it is rumor- 
ed that Turkish operations against Zaitoun 
have commenced, more reliable reports are 
that tho negotiations of tho surrender of 
Zoitoun are still progreBBing, with the proa- 
peob of a peaceful ending of the disorder 
there. The main trouble seems to be that 
the Armenians aro afraid to trust the pro- 
mises of the Turks that their lives would bo 
spared if they eurr ndered. 

Washington, Nov. 27 — Further details 
of tho burning ef tho Methodiab mission 
bulldlnga ab Kharpub ahow that the Turkish 
officials, in spite of tho promises of protec- 
tion for the American missionaries and thoir 
property, made by tho Porte, utterly failed 
to guard the Americans. No protection waa 
offorod until efter the Amorioan mission 
bulldlngahadbeon burned t' | .he ground. The 
eatimatid value of tho proporty doBtroyed 
ia about §100,000. It conaiatod of a girla' 
oollego, theological seminary, chapel and 
five residences All wero burned, and tho 
buildings wero looKid by a Turkish mob be- 
foro being aot on fire, and all tho personal 
effects of tho American misnionarioB, iho 
llbrarlca, scientific instruments, etc., were 
sbolon, and so far uuly a small portion of 
the property has been recoverod. 

New York, Nov. 27. — A special from 
VIonnatotho Sun Haya : Tho situation Is 
daily growing bettor.

— Russian ad- 
vanoea in Korea and Manchuria are about to 
bo chocked, for it is asserted on high 
thority that England and Germany havo 
just intimated to Japan that thoy are nob 
unwilling to join in a movement to preaorvo 
tho independence of Korea, and perman- 
ently to aeoure the territory montloucd 
against Russian domination. Japan haa 
striven hard over since tho c'ojo of tho war 
to bring about aomo auch European combin- 
ation na would hold Russia in oheck, end In 
official cirolea thero ia great satisfaction at 
tho apparent bucccsb of her diplomatio 
off.irts. In view of bhe new tnrn of affilrs, 
lb is thought that Franoe will hesitate about 
further committing herself to the bold pro- 
j cts of her new ally, Rutslo. 

Ihe belief is still gcueral hore, notwith- 
standing tho official contradiction given by 
Russian authority in London, that a private 
arrangemenb haa been made with China 
whereby Rusaia aecurea right of way through 
Manchuria for tho Siberian railway, whoao 
terminus is expected to bo at Port Arthur, 
where as in all tho porta of the Liao Tung 
peninsula Russian ahipa of war are to havo 
permanently tho righb cf anchorage. Possi- 
bly the details havo boen wrorgly abated, 
and an official denial thus mado possible 
without direct violation of tho truth, but 
tli ) main fact It ia believed remaina aa 
stated, while it is further said tbat certain 
excluaivo commercial privileges accompany 
the concessions. It is not long since a 
Bpocial ambaaaudor from China visited 
St. Petersburg, and immediately aubacquont 
to chat event the report aproad Bimultano- 
ounly from Peking and from Vladivostcck, 
where tho Siberian governor has publicly 
announced that horoafter Port Arthur will 
bo a regular station for Russian warships. 
All of which goes to show that if Japan is to 
bo Bparod tho humiliation of being deprived 
of oontrol over tho torritory which Bho re- 
garded aa the bosb fi-uits of tho recent war, 
tho haughty RuaaianB must onco again aban- 
don an ambitious projoot in deferenco to tho 
argument of foroo, whioh their European 
neighbors soom noo unwilling to hazard.

Government's Policy Attacked but Approved 
by a Great Unjorlty of tho Chamber 
of Deputies.

WORK FOR THE SCIENTISTS. 

A man of very peouliar oharaotor and ex- 
traordinary gifts, named Schlatter, has cut 
out for the philosophers and psychical in- 
quirers a good deal of serious work. Schlat- 
ter seems to be a devout, simple-minded, 
unpretentious man whom multitudes believe 
to be endowed with the gift of healing. Ho 
from the accounts we have read of him uses 
none of the arts of tho charlatan. Ho does 
not administer medicino of any kind ; ho is 
generous with his blossings and he directs 
some of thooo who apply to him for relief 
and euro to uso handkerchiefs which he 
gives, He makes no charges and he returns 
tho money that is sent him by letter. He 
faats and he prays and he spondB muoh time 
in solitary meditation. 

While he was at Denver the houso tn 
whioh ho lodged was besieged by people 
alllictod with all BortB of infirmities. It does 
not appear that faith is considered by him 
as a pro-requisite to cure. It would soom 
that he does all he can to 'iolp those that 
apply to him for aid, without regard to age, 
sex or condition, It fn not the ipnorant and 
credulous who alone have faith in the healing 
power of Sohlatter. Men of Intelligence 
and of a sceptical turn of mind have come to 
look upon bim as a veritable hoalor. One of 
his devout balievers in Colorado is a promin- 
ent railway man, and railway men are, we 
believe, nob remarkable for credulity or any 
form of freshness. He was, wo aro told, 
" enlisted among theadrairors of the strange 
man through a marvellous ouro effected 
in his family." Others who were ashamed to 
have it known that they had applied to the 
healer were cured or rolieved by him. 
While in Denver " he treated at the 
rate of a thousand a day for tho 
first month, and then the popularity of 
the bottling influence unread until he wbb 
pressed for time to administer to rich and 
poor." "For a week," the Now York 
Herald's account of this singular man and 
hiB work says, *' Schlatter was liko an 
athlete preparing for another severe drain 
on his physicil resources by a oourse of 
training that has characterized all his mi- 
grations. Ho boliovoa in mortifying the 
floeh, and for a period of something Iobs than 
ton days had been tapering off on tho amount 
of food taken into the systom. Ho has not 
taken a full moal during tho last sevon days, 
and tho entire nourishment absorbed in that 
time would scarcely aorvo for a singlo din- 
nor for a laborer. A bito of broad and a Bup 
of toa or milk aro all that passed hiB lips." 

Tho particulars of sovoral rotnarkablo 
euros, with names and dates, ure given. 
Tho afflictions of tho putients are of various 
kindii. We will name a fow of thorn ns thoy 
ocour in the list of cbbos : Swollen hands 
and feet, asthma, a oripplo from birth, ca- 
tarrh in the head and lung troubles, stiff 
wriat and heart trouble, blind from a mino 
explosion, stiff urm on account of unskilful 
setting, ohronio infUmmation of tho blad- 
dor, cancer in the breast, crooked wrists be- 
longing to a sooptio who would notgo to soo 
tho healer. Tho persons alllictod aa above, 
and vory many more, boliovod bhemselve& to 
boeithor greatly rellovod or completely cured 
by tho healer's troatmonb, Some were 
cared by personal contact and others at ft 
distance by handkerchiefs whioh the healer 
had aonb them. Thoro aro many who con- 
aider thab tho ailllatod porBons wero do- 
cnivod ; thab they wero nob roally ourod but 
Imaginod thomsolvoB bettor. Tho answor of 
some of these porsons to tho doubters vory 
much roBombloB that of tho blind man we 
have all of us road of, " Whoroaa J was blind 
now I boo." "All I know," thoy say, " Is 
that boforo I wont to boo the hoaler I was 
aiok and Buffering, now I am well and fool 
no pain." It Is, wo must confeBS, vory hard 
to meet suah an argument aa this. 

Whether Sohlobtor ia an impostor or nob, 
healing by the laying on of hands is nothing 
new. Tho powor to ftgreator or Iobs oxtenb 
hoa boon attributed bo many men and 
women in different agos. This must bo said 



in Schlatter's favor— he is no vulgar quaok. 
Ho makes no pretensions. To ono who triod 
to find tho secret of his power " he gave tho 
improBsion that he was meroly a tool in the 
hands of an all-powerful being who was 
dirooting his movsmentei and that he was 
simply executing the will of one who was 
more potent than any human comprehenalon 
could fathom." 

This man'a ebaraotor and. tho nature of 
tho work he claims to do will, without 
doubt, bo closely inquired into, and it will 
be interesting to know how the inquiry will 
be conduotod and tho conclusions at whioh 
tho inquirers will anive. The public have 
certainly not heard the last of Sohlatter. 



DISAPPOINTED JAPAN. 

Tho Japanese have certainly not gained 
so muoh from their viotories over the Chi- 
nese as thoy had good reason to expeob. 
Thoy havo been obliged to evaouate Port 
Arthur and the whole peninsula of LUotung, 
and now they find lb necessary to aouttloout 
of Korea. Ib was ovidontly with tho hope of 
gaining a footing in Korea that tho Japan- 
ese bsgan the war, That peninsula was tho 
bone of oontenbion bobweon bhom and the 
Chinese, and thero oan bo no doubb thab if 
lb wore nob for tho interforonoo of RusBla 
Korea would bo to-day undor Japanese rule. 
As it is the JapanesomuBt content bhemaolvea 
with. Formosa and tho money Indemnity thoy 
havo forood China to pay. Formosa just 
now promises bo bo a troublesome possession. 
Many of ita inhabitants aro fiorce and war- 
liko and they ure moat unwilling to como 
undor tho Japanese yoke. But if Bhe ia not 
again interfered with Japan may be do- 
ponded upon to bring the barbarous tribea 
that inhabit a largo part of thab island under 
Bubjeotion or extorminato thorn. Tho money 
she getB from China Bhe aeema detorminod 
to uao in strengthening hor army and hor 
navy so that in a very few years Russia or 
any other power that picks a quarrel with 
Japan will find hor an enemy by no moans 
to bo doBpleod, 

When tho Japanoao conaidor the position 
thab thoy might havo occupied but for the 
interference of foreigners who did nothing to 
holp them in thoir war with China, it is not 
surprising that thoy are angry and soro, 
Tho fruits of victory havo boon snatchod out 
of their hands, and thero were Indications 
not loDg ago thab Russia would gain a great 
deal more from China's defeat and humilia- 
tion than her conquerors. Ib is nob im- 
probable that this will in tho long run bo 
tho case. It is not at all certain that in- 
creasing tho powor of Russia in Eastorn 
Asia will bo more conducive to 
tho prosperity of that parb of the world and 
to the interests of peace in general then to 
havo permitted Japan to eejoy, without 
oheok or restraint, tho superiority she had 
fairly gained by her military prowess. If the 
Japan Daily Herald expresses the opinion of 
British eubjeots who are residents they are by 
no moans displeased to see that Japan has 
not sucoeeded if all her designs, open and 
secret. Commenting on tho collapse of Jap- 
an's policy in Korea, that papor aaya : 

We oongratulato Japan on the reversal of 
tho erroneous policy which it has so per- 
sistently pursued in tho peninsula, and no 
matter whether its presont oourEe has been 
dictated by fear or by wisdom, the end that 
ia in view is bhe same. Its retreats alike in 
Llaotung and Korea have been governed by 
bhe necessities of the time. Ib would have 
aavored little short of madness had Japan 
stood up agalnBb such an allianco of the 
Powers thab actually came publicly to the 
front in the first instance, and would in the 
second, had it been necessary, havo boen 
prepared to invlnoibly demonstrate agalnBb 
all that Japan could have done against them, 
had ib been so foolish as to be defiant to- 
wards thorn. 



DISCOURAGING NEWS. 

Tho report of tho Nloaraguan Canal Com- 
mission foroes the reader to the conclusion 
that there haa been hitherto any amount of 
lying olid deception with reapoot to that 
great work. If tho conclusiona arrived at 
by tho commissioners are warranted by tho 
facts and conditions, the Company and ita 
officials and agents muBb have been either a 
aet of thickheaded blunderers or a puck of 
knaves who deliberately attempted to gull 
tho public on both sides of tho Atlantic. 

"Tho report," ft tologram from Washing- 
ton which boars the impross of truth, aaya, 
" ia at such variance with tho numerous 
rumora and prodiotions whioh have from 
time to time boon publlshod concerning it, 
thab ib will cauao groab surprise and dlsap- 
pointmont among thooo who havo horotoforo 
placed credence in the rumors whioh ueuilly 
abated thab 1 ono in tho highest authority 1 
said I ho commission fuvorod ihorouto pro- 
posed by tho oompany, and placed the coBt 
of tho canal oc about §110,000,000. 

" The report points out thab it is noithcr 
practicable nor ad^iaablo to attempt tho 
construction of tho Nicaragua Canal upon 
data ob presont avallablo, and that the 
undertaking would bo fraught with hazards 
Coo obvious to disregard." 

This means simply that no rolianco should 
bo placed on what haa hitherto boon sold or 
wrlbton or dono by the company with regard 
to the Canal, and that If tho work is to bo 
undertaken at all It will havo to bo plaoed 
upon an oltogother new basis. Tho commis- 
sion ovidently boliovoa that tho Informa- 
tion obtained by those who have had the 
work in hand is not oufficionb to enable them 
to como to a satisfactory conclusion as to 
whether or nob this canal project is feasible. 
They Bay that tho sum of §350,000 is atill 
requirod to prosecute preliminary inquiries 
to onublo thorn to form intelligent opinions 
aa to tho *' feasibility, pormanonoy and 
coat" of the work. 

If tho Company wero to bo boliovod, to 
construct tho canal, if only tho means to go on 
with wero availublo, waB aa eaBy an rolling off 
a log. Nature had provided tho greater 
parb of tho watorway, and all that was to bo 
dono by arb was, comparatively Bpeaking, 
trifling, Ita official ostimato of the cost of 
tho undertaking was SG9,893,GG0. The 
Commission puts the cost, provisionally and 
approximately, at nearly double thab anm, 
§132,472,803. This estimate is, of ooureo, 
nob to bo rellod upon as anything like oxaob, 
for tho Commissioners eay thab " the exist- 



ing data are inadequate as a bania for esti- 
mating tho oost of many struoturoa. An ex- 
amination of tho difference cf the estimates 
of the Company and the Commission is 
given. A " rook fill " dam on the St. Juan 
river is by the Company estimated to oost 
§977,273 The Commisaioners say that Bueh 
a dam cannot bo built in thab part of the 
river for leSB than §-1.000,000. From the 
report of the Commission it ia evidonb 
that if the construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal ia to depend upon tho assistance given 
it by the United StatoB Govornmenb it will 
nab bo ovon commenced for many yoaro. 
Tho reporb of the Commission will doubtless 
give tho project a most serious set baok. Ib 
will undermine the faith of tho public in Ita 
feasibility and lb will give its enemies good 
ground for opposing any assistance being 
given It by Congress. 

AN APPRECIATIVE VISITOR. 

Mr. Aoton Burrows is known to be a keen 
observer. He paid British Columbia a visit 
lately and this is what he said of ib to a re- 
presentative of bhe Toronto Telegram : 

I have boen visiting ib twice a year for 
several years past, and every time I go there 
I am more firmly oonvinoed that it Is almost 
certain to become tho richest provinco in the 
Dominion. Its groab resources, minerals, 
fish and timber are nob affected by the 
weather, and are always produoing money, 
let it rain or shine. Tho mineral wealth ia 
thero all right, bub there haa boon a great 
want of oapu*l to develop it, and I think 
EaBtern Canadians aro making a groab mis- 
take in not paying more attontion to British 
Columbia. Evoryono haa heard of the onor- 
mouB amount of gold taken out of tho Carl 
boo country in tho sixties. Bub with tho 
primitive appliances then available the 
ground was only skimmed ovor, and tho bulk 
of the woalth haa been left to bobroughboub 
by modern hydraulioing. Of course tho re- 
moteness of the diatriot, aomo 200 miles 
north of Ashcrofb, on the main lino of the 
C.P R., has vory much retarded develop- 
ment, and considerable capital is required to 
muko a starb. Some three years ago two 
oompanioa, tho HorBO Fly and bhe Cariboo, 
composed principally of Montroalors, started 
in on a large scale. Ono of them has already 
laid aboub twenby miles of stcol pipe to con- 
voy tho water to the monitors, and when it is 
remembered that tho whole of this had to be 
teamed from Aohcrofr, some idea of the cost 
may bo imagined. Tho wash-upa so far 
made have been very satisfactory and tho 
investors aro vory well satisfied.

Tho arrival yosterday from Yokohama of 
tho Northern Paoifio Btoamahip Tacoma, 
Captain Crawford, praotioally diapols the 
last hope cherished as to tho Bafoty of hor 
companion liner, the Strathnovis, which loft 
hero for tho Orient, light laden and with her 
machinery working poorly, on Oatobor 12. 
As the Tacoma would naturally pass tho 
missing stoamor — whloh haa not onoo boon 
spoken sinos hor departure from this port — 
hor coming was anticipated with exceptional 
interest, not to say anxioty. But not only 
did tho Tacoma neither see nor hoar any- 
thing of tho Strathnovii— Bhe had herself 
encountered a typhoon on tho 14th and 
15tli, which oamo within an ace of Bonding 
her, staunch ship as she is and well officer- 
ed, to the bottom with all onboard. In such 
a storm a aripplod Btoamor, laden aa the 
Strathnovis was when she left horo, would 
have no poaulblo ohanoo for her lifo. 

" Of course," aaid ono of tho Taooma's 
offioerB yesterday,. " there is a bare possibil- 
ity that the Strathnovis has boon driven 
safely into some of tho harbors of tho Rus- 
sian islands and thore nwaita hotter weather 
before pushing on to Yokohama. Thoro la, 
howovor, but ono chance in a thousmd of 
this bolng tho ease, and a very slim possi- 
bility, I am afraid, of tho Strathnovis baing 
still afloat. That is if sho was in our hur- 
ricane." 

Tho atorm through which the Taooma 
paBaed has loft its mark in every quarter of 
tho Bhlp. Ruaty bolts projooting lrom ahat- 
tored timbera ; empty davltB— for tho life- 
boats had been Bwept away; boardod-over 
skylights ; missing rails; a twisted wheel, 
and a deck swept clear of Its houses— ill 
told mutely but eloquently tho story of cho 
tompoab, which during ita fury had oorriod 
over the port Bide tho forward deck oabinB 
including the hospital and all tho atoro- 
rooma, olaimed tho afcer wheol houae and 
lifoboats next, and finally floodod tho cabins 
below. To aap the climax tho steering gear 
had foulod in the wreckage, and tho engines 
had to ba stopped dead, while tho wind 
shrieked through tho scant rigging at tho 
rate of a hundred miles an hour, the high- 
est number of tho Beaufort soalo failing to 
rocord its velocity. 

Forewarning of the storm was rocoivod 
about noop on the 14th., " when " accordin_ 
to a momoranduin kindly prepared for tho 
Colonist by the First Officer Mr. W. J

fresh galo from the southeast sprang up, tho 
soa began to riso, and the steamer Bhlppod 
water fore and aft. Tho glaBs was falling 
fast, and as at 2 p.m. tho barometer showed 
29 53, everything was extra Bsoured to moot 
the gale. At 7 p.m. ib became evident by 
the increased litmospherio dopreesion, the 
confused elate of tho soa, tho 1 hurrying ' 
naturo of tho wind, with other signs known 
to seamen, that the oontro of a rovolviog 
storm was fast approaching, almost in a 
direot line towards the veBsol, There waa 
mw no time to loeo, ao the ship waa at onoe 
hove to, heading southeast, or at right 
angles to iho storm's path, in order to avoid 
tho vortex aa much as possible. At mld- 
nichttho barometer showed 28 72, wind S. 
S E , equallB with hurricane foroe, awful seo, 
ship laboring badly, decks flooded and en- 
gines dead Blow. By thia time, according 
to the well known law of storms, the cent:e 
bore west by south, moving northeast. The 
Taooma was, bhoroforo, in the advanced 
quadrant of tho right hand semi drain of a 
cyclone, tho moBt dangerous position to bo 
in, except tho vortex."

storm commenced in torriblo ourneat, the 
tempest seeming oomploto in ita fury, and 
cloude and sea appearing hopelessly mixod 
in ono sheet of drift and foam. Mr. Smith 
tolls tho story of bhe urisia simply but 
cffootlvoly. After detailing tho incidents of 
bho battle all through tho day of tho 15th, 
he says : 

" At 9 p.m. tho barometer waa 28.49, and 
the sea seemed to havo oomploto charge of 
the docks, foro and aft. One soaswepb from 
stem to Btern, taking with ib the last bwo' 
boats and bursting in the saloon akyllght, 
flooding both saloona immediately over the 
silk room. Tho. work of securing tho sky- 
lighb was accomplished after many Btronu- 
0J8 efforts. A staysail was cut from tho 
main stay ab a moment of extreme emer- 
gency to fill the horrid gap through which 
iheaea waa pouring into tho vessel. At 
11:30 p.m., although tho decks wero almost 
comtjletuly Btrippod fore and aft, the ship 
was still left and tho engines moving, a 
proof of tho care of the engineers. Up till 
thia tlmo the officers hoped to weather the 
gale, but jusb thon the Btooring gear beoame 
j immcd with wrookago, which meant, as 
far aa could be seen, that tho last prop had 
fallen. 

''Tho ship now boaamo unmanageable 
and began to fall off Into tho trough of on 
awful soa. The order was given ' Hands 
below deck,' and the engines wero stopped, 
expecting every moment lhab the beam sea 
would break on board and stave in docks 
and batches. Bub bore kind Providence In- 
tervened at tho needful momont. Tho helm, 
which had been put to port when the gear 
fouled, holped hor to fall off quickly with 
her portquarter to wind and sea, Never 
will those who exporioncod that night for 
get the feeling of satisfaction and hope 
which took possession of them when lb be 
oame known thab aho would ride tho aborm 
in this unusual way, the propeller and rud 
dor combining to do dutj as drags, or sea 
anohors. The Btorm was now at ita height, 
whilo tho Tp.ooma bravod the elomonts with 
hor atom three points from tho wind, the sea 
spending itself harmlessly at a long 
angle, on her sides. Oil of every 
kind waa freely used from tho la- 
trines from the port side. No further 
damage waa done, and ib was even remarked 
by eomo that the ship sometimes seemed to 
be in port. Oa Saturday morning at 4 
o'olook those off watch begun to drop off to 
sleep anywhere bolow deck from pure 
fablguo. The baromotor waa at 28 65, the 
storm receding in a N.E. dirootion, the 
wind; falling, but the soa still high. Ab 
daylight orders wero given to cloor away 
the wreokage. Ib consisted of a mixed-up 
hoap of ronb wood, twisted iron, tabtered 
ropes, torn canvae, bleached white by the 
w&Hh of tho waves, fragments of boats and 
davlb tackles, eta., and the various odds and 
ends required in the construction of the 
upper dock-work of an ocean steamer. At 
10:.'i0 a.m. tho deoks woro cleared of wrook- 
ogo, tho steering gear got in working order, 
and onco more tho good old Bhip was homo- 
ward bound." 

In tho hour of danger tho crow to a man 
workod horoiaally, nor did the solitary oabin 
paasengor, Mr. Isaac Bunting, negloot tho 
opportunity to provo himsolf a bravo and In- 
dustrious volunteer. Captain Crawford and 
his officers are rightly proud of tho ship's 
aompany, and Surgeon Harrieon, who had 
his hands full attending to tho disablod, did 
not hoar ono word of complaint from anyone 
at any tlmo. Never waB bettor disoiplino 
maintained on a merchant liner — and novcr 
was thore a more gonuino thanksgiving ser- 
vice hold than that hold in tho surgorv tho 
Sunday aftor tho storm, in whloh all hands 
joined heirtily, from tho oaptaln down. 
Aftor discharging hor Viotoria cargo of 200 
tons and tbe thirteen ChineBO for thia port, 
tho steamer proparod to continue hor voyago 
to tho Sound at 7 thia morning. 

Commenting upon tho manner of tho Ta- 
coma's salvation, Mr. Smith has something 
to say to hia brothor navigatora. 

" Doubtlesa bo mosb seamen," he remarks, 
"except the very fow who have tried ib, 
he»viug a stoamor to 'quarter on ' will Boom 
incredible. Though tho mancoovro has beon 
known to many for some years, very few 
havo dared to try it. Thla is now the 
second time I havo aoen lb performed to ad- 
vantage, when no othor immediate moans 
woro available, The first time was whon a 
stoamor had to bo stopped during a heavy 
galo and in a heavy sea for repairs lasting 
ten hours. In tho ooso referred to tho ship 
was purposely placod ' quartor on,' and aho 
rode tho galo in abaoluto aafoty. She 
rolled considerably, but this was mostly 
duo to tho naturo of tho cargo. Now, for 
tho bonefit of follow-seamon who may not 
know ib, I consider it only right to say 
that when a steamer from any cause such 
as a break down or damage to tho Btoor- 
ing gear bocomcB what Is called 'unmanage- 
able,' it is far safer to assist hor by the 
'quarter on,' a position she would naturally 
assume, than to try to ' heavo hor to ' by 
aftor canvas, which would only reeulb in 
koeping her beam on— If your oanvas oab- 
lived tho gale."

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SWAMPUD IN THE STORM. 



An Unknown Victoria Craft Comes to 
Grief Not Far From 
Otter Point. 

Wreckage Off the Cape— Addition to 
tho Fleet-The Sealer " Ulseu " 
Forfeited. 



Tuesday night's Btorni, though its violence 
waa little felt in Victoria, wiwb wild enough 
on the water, and ill-fared any fimall craft 
forced to fight It. One of those was a little 
white fishing sloop, apparently from Vic- 
toria, the wreok of which was discovered 
whon morning broko yesterday, only about 
twenty yards off from the operator's hoUBe 
at Otter Point. She was then held hard and 
fast, her stem altogether under water and 
her sail showing at times. No name could 
bB made out, nor anything to spoolally dis- 
tinguish the craft whioh waa about thirty 
feet long and had evidently capsized during 
tho previous night while running before the 
storm. Of tho men who had formed her 
crow nothing oonld be learned, and tho only 
conolusion Mr. Gordon could draw from the 
ciraumstancoa of tho wreck was that they 
had lost! their Uvea. All day yestorday the 
gale oontinuod ao strong that ovory effort to 
roach the wreck waB ineffectual and the 
name or number of tho unfortunate sloop 
muat remain unknown, until to-day at 
leaat. Tho wind, if it continues from tho 
same quarter, will in a few hours more dash 
tho wreck upon the beach. When laat seen 
yeBterday evening tho sloop was full of 
water and lying on hor aldo— her Btern to 
tho shore. 

TfEEOKAOE OKI" THE CAPE. 
The maBtor of tho well known bark Rufua 
E. Wood, Captain McLaod, whilo bound 
from Nanaimo to San Franaiaco a , week or 
ao ago, sighted a considerable quantity oi 
wreokage to the northeasb of Cape Flattery 
and distant from that point about fifty 
miloB. The debris was that of a broken 
whoelbox, on whioh were tho disjointed let- 
ters "FROW." Capt. MoLeod thinka 
that the box is from a British ship. A Brit- 
ish schooner called tho Fairy Flower has 
been missing since December 1894 and it is 
rather a peouliar coincidence that the com- 
bination of letters occurs in the namea of 
only two veasola afloab, the first initials of 
whoao names commence with " F." Theao 
oraft are the Firth of Solway and tho Fairy 
Flower. The former vessel is sate at anchor 
in the British ohunnel, but the latter has 
been reported to tho British admiralty as a 
wandering derelict. 

THE " OLSEN " FORFEITED. 

A Portland presB dispatch of yeatorday 
announceB tho forfolturo of tho schooner 
Louis Olsen, one of the pioneors of the 
American sealing fleeb and on6 of tho Grab 
to run foul of the regulations as long ago aa 
ltjSG. The telegram roforred to Bays : 
" Judgo Bollinger, of tho United Statou dis- 
trict court, haa declared that tho schoonor 
LouiB OUon, Beized in Behrlng sea by the 
United States revenue cuttor RuBh on a 
oharge of killing aoala within tho prohibited 
zone of (10 miles around Pribyloff islands, 
must be forfeited to the government. The 
dotence sec up waa that the schooner waa 
seven miles outside the prohibited zone, but 
Judgo Bellinger held otherwlae." 

TO REPLACE THE " I'EDRO." 

It is expected that within ninety dayB 
from now the wreak of the old San Pedro, 
whioh haa ao long furniahod an object lesson 
to marlnera of the dangora of Brotohie ledge, 
will be replaced by the first-class electric 
boacon recontly ordered from the Albion 
Iron WorkB Co., and now completod by 
them and accepted by the Department of 
Marine. The new aid to navigation is built 
of strong stool plates and whon in position 
will stand thirty feeb in height. It now 
being ready for service, the ownora of the 
Pedro have been notified to remove the 
wreok at once.

About to lie Served Out to the Garrison Ar- 
tillery-Increase of Shooting Interest 
Looked For. 

Tho iirltuh Columbia GarriBon Artillory 
aro forthwith to bo equipped with Martini 
Henry tiflfB, replacing tho antiquated short 
Snldtrs. With tho lattor in their handB the 
battalion with tho largest establishment in 
Canada have hitherto beon tho worst armed, 
or rather among the worst, for several others 
have ulao had shorb Snilerp, whilo tho long 
Snider has beon the prevailing arm. Some 
years ago tho Canadian pormanenb corps had 
Martinis issued to them out of the stock of 
several thousand of the superior weapon 
which had been hold in resorvo at Ostawa. 
Now theao reserves have boon replaced by 
the 15,000 Leo-Motforda rocently purchased 
in England, and tho issue of tho Martinis 
being decided upon tho H.C.G.A, and other 
Important oity corps will be oho first to bo 
served. Tho Martini is tho weapon whioh 
has long been in uso for provincial and other 
important competitions, tho competitors 
either purchasing from private makers or 
borrowing from tbo government stores, so 
that many of the men aro already thoroughly 
familiar with it. 

The possession of suoh a poor weapon as 
the Bhorb Snider has prevented many of tho 
Artillorymen from taking any interest in 
rifle shooting, and hence ib happenod that 
though Lt.-Col. Petorn, D. A. G., thia year 
offered a prize of $20 to the company mak- 
ing the boab u'ggregabe of Sfty Rcores in class 
firing, only one of tho three Viotoria com- 
paniea turned in aa many aa fifty, and that 
company — No. 3 — wina the prlza. 

E toh auoceediog rifls IsBued is of smaller 
cillbro and groator range than its predeces- 
sor. Canada has been the last to diacard 
the Snider, the oalibro of whioh Is .577 
inoheB, with muzzlo velocity nf 1,210 feet per 
second diminishing to 711 at 500 yards, 
beyond which it ia nob reliable. The calibre 
of the Marbini Henry is -15; its yelocby 
1,315 at muzzle. SG9 at 500 yards, and (iu-t 
ab 1,000 yards, up to which dlatanoe ir 
makcB exoellenb records. The Loo-Metford 
oalibro is 32, and ib is sighted up bo 3,200 
yards. 



THE COUHTS OF LAW. 

Nakusp it Slocan Railway Company Ask That 
the Injunction Against Them Bo 
Dissolved. 

Yesterday, before Mr. Justico Drake, a 
motiou wea made on behalf of defendant in 
the KaBlo & Slojin Railway Company v. the 
Nakusp & Sin ;„u Railway Company to dis- 
solve the ii junction granted on November 
22 by Mr .lusllce Creaao. Tho injunction 
restraint) iho defendants from doing work 
upon the plainliffa' right of way ab SandoD, 
West Kootenay, until application shall have 
been made to the Chief Commissioner of 
Lands and Works for approval of tho mode 
of crossing tbo plaintiffs' railway or until 
further order. 

The Kaalo & Slocan railway claimod that 
the Nakusp & Slocan interfered with their 
right of way ab Sandon, and that they wore 
diverting the line from tho original plans, 
had not registered the planB of tho proposod 
deviation and had nob applied to the Chief 
Commissioner of Lands and Worke for 
approval. 

In Bupporb of the motion by defendants 
yesterday an affidavit of H. J. Catnblo, 
chief engineer of the Pacific division C. P. 
R,, admitted that thero woa a elighb devia- 
tion from tho registered plau in defendant's 
line, ab tho South Forks of Carpenter creek, 
near Sandon, and ib waa true thab no map 
waa filed in tho office of the chief commis- 
sioner of the change, although such a map 
waa now boing prepared and would ho ready 
in o, fow daya. Tho deviation waa liOO fojt, 
bub ib provented tho embankments of the 
Kaelo k Slocan from bsing interfered with, 
allowed a reduction of gradiont, and con 
ducod to tho publio safety. Among other 
advantages tho change provented tho gov- 
ernment wagon road from boing interfered 
with. Although ataovoral pointa thero waa 
an enoroachmont on plalntlflY right of way 
by defendants, it waa on land that could not 
bo utilized by tho plaintiffs. 

After hearing argument of counsel on 
both aides, Mr. Justico Drake ros6rvod hia 
decision. Mr. E P. Davis, QC, and Mr. 
G H. Barnard appeared for tho Nakusp k 
Slocan railway, and Mr. W. J. Taylor for 
the Kaslo & Slocan. 

Tho rogular sitting of tho Divisional court, 
which was to have been held to-day, has 
been postponod on acoount of sovoral of the 
judges boing unable to alt.

ing ohargo fired from the 22 ton gun at 1,800 
yards, at a target in tho water tun foot high 
and about twelvo feob fquaro, every ono 
burst within a radius of 100 foeb of the 
object mark. The doatructivoness of such 
tiring against a hostile vessel 200 feet long 
would be awful. Bub even this wob but- 
passed on tho summer prize firing trip of tho 
same veeaol. On that oocasion firing ab a 
canvas tnrgob ten feot high and twenty foot 
long, oroctod on bho sand 1,800 yarda from 
tho vessel, ono gunner with a six-Inch quick- 
firing gun pub eleven oub of twelve ehota 
clean through the canvas, and thia in tho 
time limit of two minutes.

uninterruptedly. 

Hewitt Bostook mado tho third paymont 
on the Pittsburgh group, a lot of six olalms, 
which he bonded some timo ago. Systematic 
development work has baon commenced und 
will be oontinuod all winter. 

Work has been suspended on tho Deer 
Park for the winter, but tho bond has not 
been thrown up. Tho largo quantity of ore 
in the Door Park makea it a tempting pro- 
position and Mr. Finch ia disposed to give 
It a fair chance. 

Renewed Interest has boon aroused in the 
)■ south b jit by tho difioovory of a fine ledgo on 
the Zllor, a claim lying southeast of tho 
Deer Park and Bouth of the well known Lily 
May. Some of tho ore takon from the lodge 
attracted much uttontion. Some very good 
showings luve also been found on the East 
St. Lcuis, a claim lying noar tho Zllor. 

Tho south drift from the No. 1 tuunel of 
tho Cliff ia now in solid ore. There ia a 
clean wall ou ooo aido, bub no wall has beon 
found cm tho othor clde, and tho total width 
of tho ore is thertfjre unknown. There Is 
more opper in the oro of tho drift than has 
yet boan found in No. 1 tunnol, but tho gold 
value remains about tho eamo. 

The winza in tho War Eiglo ia down 55 
feet, aud an abundance of oro in sight. It 
will bo continued about 100 feet furthor to 
a point where ib will bo intoraoctod by No. 
2 tunnol now boing rapidly driven. A good 
start haa been mado on tho 1,800 foot tun- 
nol to mi in on the Iron Mask, which when 
completed will give tho War Eagle a vorti- 
cal depth of over 400 foeb. The ohoning on 
the Iron Mask, at the face of tho long tun- 
nel, continues to be as great as ever. 

A new body of oro has boen unexpect- 
edly exposed in the Le Roi. When what 
was supposed to be tho foot wall on bhe 1150 
foot lovol was accidentally broken into a 
vory lar(;o ore body was found on the other 
aide, bjlioved to have an avorage width of 
at least eight for.;-, and to extend all the way 
to the surface. This adds vory greatly to 
tho value of the Le Roi. Tho ore in tho 
deep workings of tho shaft is now running 
$100 per ton. Tho prospecting diamond 
drill on the weBt side penotratod ono strong 
voin of ore of high value. 

Aftor having passed through twenty foot 
of rock ollghtly minorallzid the face of tho 
Josie tunnel last Tuesday oamo into a now 
ore chute. On Thureday the entire face of 
the tunnol was in oro. Tho shaft ab the 
mouth of tho tunnel ia down slxty-five feet 
with four feat of aolid ore In the bottom. 
This oro has a great deal of quartz in it but 
runs high in gold. About 200 tons have 
been taken from tho snafu, the average gold 
value of which, nccording to smelter returns, 
was $46 o" per ton. 

A whole group of prospects in tho south 
belt have been jumped during 1I13 past two 
weeks. They include tho No?t Egg, the 
Monday, the Habtlo Brown, tho Gopher and 
the Homostake. The result ia that much 
indignation has been aroused and somo de- 
cisive measures may be looked for on l he 
part of individuals as well ua courts of law. 
Gold Commissioner Filzitubba arrived 
Thursday evening and his presence hero juab 
now is no doubt duo !o the ipldemio of 
jumping that has broken loose. The matter 
has assumed a really serious form, and a 
crisis will no doubb be reached probty noon. 
. Business into and out of the Slocan coun- 
try is accumulating rapidly in the handa of 
the Spokane Falls & Northern Railroad. Ib 
looks as though nearly all the product of 
tho Slocan mines, as well as the bullion freni 
the Pilot Biy smelter, would go out over 
this route. 

The Homestako deal was concluded In 
Spokano lasb week. Messrs. Linnard, John- 
son and Campion, of Vancouver, agreed to 
purchase, at a stipulated price, fifty-one per 
oent. of the stock of the Homostake com- 
pany, and made a small oash payment. 
The papers wore pl-.oed in esorow to await 
tbe clearing up of tho tibia of the property. 
Mr. Burke returned to Rosaland early in 
the week to begin tho erection of buildings 
for the winter. In the meantime, however, 
bhe ground hod boen jumped. Tho spooiEo 
ground upon which ib was jumped has nob 
boon announced. Whatever it may be, tho 
action has knocked out the sale for tho timo 
and aroused very bittor feeling.

SINGLE TAX CLUB. 

Tho Lectp.ro at tho Weekly Meeting in Tem- 
perance Hall Last Lighti 

In spite of tho very unfavorable weather 
and other attractions thoro was a very good 
attendance in thoTomporancc hall last night 
to hoar Alderman Macmlllan lecture bofoio 
tho Singlo Tax club on " Man's relation to 
tho earth." Tho leoturor began by explain- 
ing the meaning of the torme, " eoonoraio 
rent " and " unearned Increment." Ho then 
traced the origin of man and claimod hie 
God ordained right to the earth. He Bhowod 
how the social nature of m»n gave rlso first 
to communities and then to governments, 
and said that tho " unoarnod inorement" 
was tho God ordained fund from which 
divine wiadon intended tho expenses of 
government' ahould be drawn, und that 
tho present system of landlordism has In- 
tercepted this fund and misappropriated it 
to private uses. Ho argued that it was a 
fallacy that capital was nocessary for the 
production of wealth, and said that the 
monopoly of natural resources and the in- 
creasing concentration of woalth in tho 
hands of a few brought about millionaires 
on tho one hand, and a mass of pauperism 
on the other. Ho held that by making 
sooial and political institutions in accord- 
ance with tho divino intention, instead of 
contrary to it, tho evil could bo remedied 
and the danger averted. Tho looturo was 
llatonod to with attention and interest.

VICTORIA IN THE LEAGUE. 

Prospects of a Busy Baseball Season in '96 in 
This Corner of the Globe. 

Good strong teams for Seattle, Tacoma, 
Vlotoria and Portland, to form tho new 
t'acifio Baseball League, ore promised by 
Robert H. Leadley, in a letter to tho Post- 
Intelligencer. Mr. Leadley is aaeooiatod In 
tho Soattlo franchise with Benjamin F. 
Guiney and William B. Luwronco, all woll 
known and highly respected citizens of Do- 
troit. It is the Intontion of tho new man- 
agers to give the peoplo a first olass article 
of ball, and un efF-irt will be made to secure 
for oaptain of tho team a player of good 
reputation, who will make the^mon " ploy 
ball " from the start. Mr. Leadley says : 

" Wo will have a team of young, livnly 
players with reputations, who will put up 
un interesting and snappy game ; and, in 
short, I assure yon that if a good strong 
olub is wanted In Seattle, and I bolievo tho 
peoplo want baseball, wo will give it to 
them. It is our intention to visit Soattlo 
about January 15, execute a loaso of tho 
groundB on whinu we have an option, and 
attend to other matters in connootion with 
locating I hero. 

" Tho )>• _,ue is a certainty, and Seattle 
will hav-j professional ball during the com- 
ing year. At a mooting hold loBt Saturday 
we organized, and elected M. J. Kocho sec- 
retary and treasurer. The loogue is on a 
firm basis, each club depositing $300 as a 
guarantee that they will finish tho season. 
The league has adopted the percentage plan 
in place of playing under the guarantee 
plan as formerly ; that is, 10 percent, of the 
receipts of each game is deposited with the 
treasurer of the league and held by him as a 
sinking fund, tho balance, 90 per cent, ol 
each game, being divided equally botweon 
the two olubs. By thia plan the smaller 
cities are enabled to support good olube. 

" Charles J. Dooley will have charge of 
the club in Victoria, and Charles J. Strobel 
will have tho Tacoma club. Both these 
men ore woll posted on baecbill mattera 
We will at onco oommenco signing play- 
ers."
